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Ford refuses to cower to would-be killers

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford, declaring that he 
will not cower before would-be 
assassins, plans to continue his 
campaign-style travels despite 
congressional fears and ques­ 
tions raised by 
a security 
breach one Republican called 
incredible. 
Ford’s second encounter in 17 
days with a gun-wielding wom­ 
an in California, this one punc­ 
tuated by the crack of a pistol 
shot that missed, raised one 
central question: 
How could it happen? 
This time, the attempt on the 
President’s life was made by a 
woman who managed to get 
within 40 feet of Ford carrying 
a .38-caliber pistol — despite 


the fact thpt the Secret Service 
had questioned her Sunday as a 
potential threat to his safety. 
Ford was not wearing a protec­ 
tive vest at the time the shot 
was fired. 
Released Sunday not only 
from custody but also, appar­ 
ently, from any surveillance, 
Sara Jane Moore, 45, was wait­ 
ing when Ford emerged from 
the St. Francis Hotel late Mon­ 
day.

also questioned her Sunday, 
had seized a pistol from her 
then, but she had a new one 
Monday, just purchased. Ac­ 
cording to the FBI, Mrs. Moore 
later said she was surprised 
that she had so much time for 


the attempt. 
Like Lynette Alice Fromme, 
who had pointed a pistol at 
Ford from two feet away as he 
shook hands in Sacramento 
Sept. 5, Mrs. Moore was known 
to local authorities as a politi­ 
cal extremist. The FBI said she 
had once been a paid informant 
for them. 
Unlike Miss Fromme, Mrs. 
Moore fired. The President had 
spent less than two minutes all 
day 
before 
open, 
outdoor 
crowds. He was about to enter 
his bullet-proof limousine to 
head for the airport and Wash­ 
ington. 
It became a high-speed ride, 
the President on the floor, 
shielded by his bodyguards. But 


that precaution, like the weap­ 
ons searches at his indoor stops 
earlier in the day, did not come 
at the moment of peril. 
The incident prompted con­ 
gressional demands for an in­ 
vestigation — and one for a 
shakeup — of the Secret Serv­ 
ice. 
It also led members of Con­ 
gress and rival presidential 
candidates to urge that the 
President curtail his public ap­ 
pearances and his handshaking 
forays into the crowds he at­ 
tracts. 
But Ford, back at the White 
House just before midnight, 
said that would be capitulating 
to violence, and he vowed not 
to do it. He said Americans 


have a right to see their Presi­ 
dent and shake his hand. “Un­ 
der no circumstances will I ... 
capitulate to those who want to 
undercut what’s good in Amer­ 
ica,” Ford said. 
Furthermore, Ford had wily 
commendation for the Secret 
Service. “Let me say most em­ 
phatically, I thank the Secret 
Service for doing a super job 
again,” he said. “They really 
were tremendous in the things 
that they did that were neces­ 
sary and essential.” 
After hours of silence, the Se­ 
cret Service issued a statement 
confirming that its agents had, 
indeed, questioned Mrs. Moore 
on Sunday. 
That was first disclosed by 


San Francisco police, who had 
questioned her, too, on the 
basis of an anonymous tip that 
she had a handgun. 


She admitted to the police 
that she had a pistol and she 
took it out of her purse. They 
confiscated it, cited her for the 
misdemeanor of having the 
weapon, and released her pend­ 
ing a court appearance. 


The Secret Service said the 
police had brought Mrs. Moore, 
mother of a nine-year-old son, 
to the agency's attention Satur­ 
day, two days before the Ford 
visit. 
Agents questioned her 
Sunday. 
“As a result of that inter­ 
view, the Secret Service as­ 


sessed that she was not of suf­ 
ficient protective interest to 
warrant surveillance during the 
President’s visit,” the agency 
said. “Following the interview, 
a background investigation on 
Moore was initiated.” 
The Secret Service would say 
nothing more. 


It is understood that the 
agency sometimes has lofcal of­ 
ficials keep watch on persons 
deemed to be threats to a presi­ 
dent. That apparently was not 
done in the Moore case. 


According to the FBI, Mrs. 
Moore admitted that she fired 
the shot Monday, “that she had 
purchased the seized revolver 
this date, and she had observed 


Ford coming out of the St. 
Francis Hotel, and was sur­ 
prised that she had so much 
time.” 


Such disclosures are likely to 
be the ingredients of a congres­ 
sional investigation that ap­ 
pears virtually certain to look 
into Secret Service practice and 
procedures.

Eloise hits Florida 


PANAMA CITY, Fla. (AP) - 
Hurricane Eloise slammed into 
Florida’s 
central 
panhandle 
with raging surf and lashing 
rains today, then rushed inland, 
spawning tornadoes and carry­ 
ing with it the threat of flood­ 
ing. 
With punishing winds up to 
130 miles per hour, Eloise thun­ 
dered 
ashore 
between 
Fort 
Walton Beach and Panama City 
before sunrise, wreaking havoc 
in both cities and in a 40-mile 
stretch between. 
But as its vanguard crossed 
land, winds began to wane. 


“With the 
hurricane 
over 
land, 
its 
strength 
should 
weaken 
rapidly,” 
said 
Neil 
Frank, director of the National 
Hurricane Center in Miami. 
“The major threat now is tor­ 
nadoes, heavy thunderstorms 
and 
the 
flooding 
they 
can 
cause.” 
At 10 a.m. EDT, Eloise’s still- 
dangerous winds had dropped 
to 100 m.p.h. The hurricane’s 
center was located about 45 
miles 
southwest of Dothan, 
Ala., near latitude 31.0 north 
and longitude 86.2 west. 
Trees, power lines and bill­ 


boards toppled before the on­ 
slaught, 
and 
the area was 
plunged into darkness in the 
gray dawn as power trans­ 
formers exploded in brilliant 
showers of blue-green sparks. 
Thousands of people along a 
100-mile stretch of shoreline had 
fled in a last-minute rush to es­ 
cape the oncoming fury of the 
storm in the darkness of early 
morning. 
In Panama City, a truss man­ 
ufacturing plant caught fire, 
from what officials said was ei­ 
ther a leaking gas line or a 
downed electrical circuit. Fire­ 


men tried to fight the blaze in 
screaming winds and rain. 
Three tornadoes were report­ 
ed in the Fort Walton area. One 
destroyed a house and ripped 
the roofs off half a dozen oth­ 
ers, but no injuries were re­ 
ported. 
Surf riding the abnormally 
high tides crashed across the 
unprotected sand dunes of the 
summer resort area, ripping up 
roads and highways and under­ 
mining

homes, condominiums and mo­ 
tels built danlerously close to 
the sea.

Cotton top contest set 


NEW MADRID — A 15-year- 
old Portageville boy, Victor 
Paul Anderson, who is accused 
of the Aug. 24 shooting death of 
his father, David Lee Williams 
of Tiptonville, Tenn., was bound 
over to Circuit Court Monday for 
trial on a murder charge. The 
action was taken following a 
preliminary 
hearing 
before 
Magistrate 
Judge 
John 
R. 
Bailey. 
The murder charge was filed 
against the youth after he was 
released from juvenile custody 
on Sept. 9 following Juvenile 
Court proceedings in which he 
was certified for prosecution 
under general law by Judge 
William L. Ragland. 
Anderson remained in custody 
under $50,000 bond. 
Williams died instantly after 
being struck by three .22- caliber 
bullets allegedly 
fired by 
Anderson. 
The 
shooting 
oc­ 
curred outside Perry Partee’s 
Pool Room, located east of Bay 
Ditch on Highway 162 East in 
Portageville. 
Witnesses called to testify by 
Prosecuting Attorney Hal E. 
Hunter Jr., who represented the 
state, included New Madrid 
County Coroner Gene Clayton, 
Perry Partee and McArthur 
Drake. 


The 
only 
defense witness 
heard was Lady Esther Green, 
mother of the accused. 
Clayton testified that when he 
arrived at the scene at 12:17 
a.m. Aug. 24, Williams’ body 
was lying face up on the ground 
about 50 feet from the building 
and had b een covered with a 
canvas disaster blanket. 
According 
to 
Clayton, 
Williams died from gunshot 
wounds in the left arm and back. 
One bullet had penetrated the 
upper left arm and traveled into 
the body, Clayton said, and the 
other two bullet wounds were in 
the left center and the left side of 
the back. 
Clayton said he has possession 
of the alleged death weapon, 
which he described as a .22- 
caliber, nine- shot pistol that 
was turned over to him by a 
Portageville police officer at the 
scene. 
A probe of the body for bullets 
was made, Clayton said, but 
none were recovered. 
Partee 
testified that an 
argument developed between 
Anderson and Williams inside 
his pool room. He said he 
overheard Williams say to the 
boy, “I got to take you home,” 
and the boy said he wasn’t ready 
to go home.

Drake testified that he had 
seen Williams and Anderson 
sitting at a table in the pool room 
and drinking. Williams was 
drinking whisky and had given a 
can of beer to Anderson, ac­ 
cording to Drake. 
Drake said the two started 
arguing when Williams wanted 
to take Anderson home and the 
boy said he did not want to go 
home. He stated that Williams 
had started to hit Anderson 
when Partee stopped them and 
told them to go outside. 
He said he was standing in the 
doorway behind Williams and 
that Anderson was in front of 
Williams. Drake said Williams 
grabbed Anderson and hit him

Loring, Va., who has made a carefu l stu dy of the grou p ’s 
backgrou nd and aims. “ In actu al fact, it is a p rop aganda 
and organizing tool of a small grou p of p olitical ex ­ 
trem ists who seek to u se the bicentennial to fu rther their 
o wn goals.” 
One doesn’t hav e to be an ex p ert on the PBC, howev er, 
to know that if it started ru nning in the wrong direction at 
the ou tset, it’s going to be off base when it stop s. And, for 
starters, Rifkin was dead wrong when he comp ared 
America’s rev olu tion to those in Ru ssia, China and Cu ba. 
‘‘The American Rev olu tion was essentially con­ 
serv ativ e — a War of Indep endence from a foreign 
ty ranny , not an internal class war or social rev olu tion,” 
writes te distingu ished editor Eu gene Ly ons. ” ... It was 
led, and its p u rp oses were articu lated by men deep ly 
co mmitted to law' and reason and religiou s concep ts ...

y ear, 
increasing 
thou sands of retu rns are drawn 
from the IRS files for insp ection

inv estigations 
that

nothing to do with tax en­ 
forcement. 
Last y ear, desp ite efforts by 
Internal Rev enu e Commissioner 
Donald Alex ander to resist the 
breaches of tax p riv acy , federal 
agencies demanded-and got- 
nearly 30,000 tax retu rns filed by 
more than 8 ,000 indiv idu als. 
That ex clu des the thou sands of 
retu rns u sed more imp ersonally 
by 
the Censu s 
Bu reau 
for 
statistical stu dies. 
Congressional 
committees, 
too, enjoy easy access to tax 
retu rns, 
with 
no formalized 
ru les to make su re that staff 
members keep the data con­ 
fidential. 
The Senate Committee on 
Gov ernment 
Op erations 
has 
u sed tax 
retu rns 
for 
in­ 
v estigations of riots, civ il and 
criminal disorders and camp u s 
distu rbances. 
The Nix on White Hou se staff 
u sed tax

against

“enemies”-and this

State and local officials get 
tax retu rns on magnetic tap es 
on a regu lar basis that offers 
IRS no effectiv e way to monitor 
the u se of the information by 
thou sands of officials.

Retu rns hav e been ex amined 
by the Federal Home loan Bank 
Board to determine whether 
activ ities of sav ings and loan 
associations and their staffs 
v iolate federal laws. 
The Secu rities and Ex change 
Commission is a regu lar u ser of 
tax retu rns in its su rv eillance of 
stock brokers 
The 
Small 
Bu siness 
Administration wants, and gets, 
tax data to decide on the merits 
of loan ap p licants--and to assist 
in p ressing for loan rep ay ments. 
Easily the biggest u sers for 
inv estigativ e p rojects are the 
Ju stice Dep artment and U.S. 
attorney s, for whom doors to the 
tax -retu rn files are wide op en.

Findings from the stu dy hav e 
been comp u terized from the 
case histories and its conclu sion 
is that there are sev en stroke 
risk factors. Most significant is

Nav y y ard clinic. 
Former, Health, Edu cation 
and Welfare Secretary Robert 
Finch, who might hav e gotten 
bootleg care from his own 
dep artmental 
dentists, 
chose 
instead to p atronize the Nav y . 
Ev en 
p rom inent 
foreign 
dip lomats were sneaked into the 
clinic. 
Nav y regu lations, and hu man 
decency , req u ire dentists to take 
care of p atients in a tru e 
emergency . Su ch ap p ears to be 
the case when Sen. William 
Prox mire, D-Wis., went to the 
clinic after he broke his tooth on 
a 
p ru ne p it 
in a Senate 
restau rant. 
Sen. Charles Percy , R-Ill., 
also feels he comes u nder the 
emergency ru le becau se he 
needed a filling rep laced and 
wasn’t schedu led to see his 
regu lar dentist in Chicago for a 
month. 
Rep . L.H. Fou ntain, D-N.C., 
say s his treatment for a cracked 
tooth a few day s ago was also an 
“emergency situ ation.” 
Bu t what of Mike Mansfield, 
u su ally as au stere as his sp are 
fram e with 
the tax p ay ers 
money ? After treatment of an 
abscessed tooth, he has now 
become a rep eat p atient of the 
Nav y y ard’s nationally known 


dentist, Cap t. Michael Breny o. 
Sen. William Hathaway , D- 
Me., is also a freq u ent p atient 
and has been treated for gu m 
su rgery and root-canal work by 
the solicitou s Nav y dentists. 
Hatfield u nderwent ev en more 
ex tensiv e work. Originally he 
drop p ed in at the clinic for 
“swelling of the mou th.” Bu t 
ov er a p eriod of sev eral y ears, 
Breny o 
has 
done 
mu ch of 
Hatfield’s 
dental 
work, 
in- 
Hou se Sp eaker Carl Albert, D- 
Okla., insists his v isits to the 
clinic were for “minor dental 
work.” 
Besides, 
his retired 
military p ay statu s may make 
the work legal. Senator Cotton, 
we hav e learned, had a dental 
p late rep aired and rep ortedly 
had a new one made.

Comments on use of fuel ad­ 
justment, which was authorized 
on a two-year experimental 
basis in February 1974, will be 
sought from the general public, 
consumer groups and local gov­ 
ernments by Nov. 8. 
The 
public 
hearings 
on 


whether the system should be 
retained or modified will open 
in Jefferson City Nov. 25. 
Since being authorized for 


residential customers, the fuel 
adjustment clause has raised 
monthly electric bills by as 
much as 11.5 per cent, accord­ 
ing to commission records. 
The order seeks answers 


from the utilities to six specific 
questions including what the 
companies are doing to ensure 
they are obtaining fuel at the 
lowest possible price. 
Opponents of the fUel adjust­ 
ment clause contended that the 
ability to pass on increased fuel 
costs would remove any in­ 
centive companies had to hold 
down those expenses.

In deep baking 
pan place remaining butter, 
broken into chunks, garlic, con­ 
somme, orange-cognac liquid 
and apricot liqueur. Place hens 
in pan, put in preheated 400-de- 
gree oven and roast about 1 
hour. Baste often with pan liq­ 
uid, adding more consomme, if 
liquid dries out.

Heart needs 
more blood 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Could 
you tell me a little about cor- 
onary in su fficien cy and 
myocardial ischemia? Should I 
have my personal property fix­ 
ed so my family will be taken 
care of? I ’ve had some severe 
pain in the chest, lasting only 
five to six minutes, but severe 
while it lasted. 
DEAR READ ER - Coronaiy 
insuffuciency means insuf­ 
ficient blood flow through the 
coronary arteries to your heart 
muscle. 
The heart muscle 
(myocardium) is unable to get 
enough oxygen or eliminate the 
build up of carbon dioxide, and 
this is called ischemia, hence 
myocardial ischemia. 
You are describing angina 
pectoris type pain. This usually 
lasts “ less than half a quarter 
of an hour” as the classic 
description of the disease 
states. 
Coronary artery disease is 
unpredictable. You may even 
cease to have these painful 
episodes or you may have a 
more severe episode in the near 
future. You certainly need to be 
under a doctor’s care. You will 
do better if you get rid of all, 
and I mean all, of your excess 
fat under your skin, and if you 
have high blood pressure get 
treated for that. 
You should get your affairs in 
order. That is good advice for 
every adult with a family 
regardless of health status. It is 
too late after a fatal accident or 
an unexpected fatal heart at­ 
tack. In your case you have had 
a warning so you would be wise 
to heed it. Then don’t expect the 
worst but enjoy the peace of 
mind of knowing you have your 
affairs in order.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I need 
some information on the sub­ 
ject of eating before running. 
I ’m a 16-year-old boy who runs 
approximately two to three 
miles every morning. I find it 
hard to make it running on an 
empty stomach. When I have an 
early breakfast and wait a few 
hours and then run I find it 
much easier. Could you please 
tell me of some foods that I 
would be able to eat that would 
pep me up and won’t upset my 
stomach? I have no time to wait 
a few hours after eating to run. 
DEAR READER - Your ex­ 
perience is in line with ex­ 
perimental studies. An old ex­ 
periment is to run a dog on a 
treadmill without feeding, then 
give the dog some sugar and 
repeat the test. The sugar in­ 
creases the dog’s capacity to 
exercise. 
Your source of energy in the 
body comes from food. The 
food, whether it is car­ 
bohydrate, fat or protein, is a 
hydrocarbon and has solar 
energy locked in it. That is the 
source of all energy on planet 
earth. When the food is broken 
down by metabolism the energy 
is released so your body func­ 
tions and you can run. You 
literally run on solar energy. 
Almost any food that you find 
that doesn’t bother you will 
provide the needed energy. You 
might try an 8-ounce glass of 
orange juice. That won’t 
overload the stomach and will 
give you readily available 
energy. Another fruit juice of 
your choice would do the same 
thing. Fruit juices will also give 
you potassium. Many runners 
who engage in running every 
day gradually deplete their 
potassium store unless they in­ 
clude plenty of potassium-rich 
foods in the diet. This will lead 
to fatigue and lessened capacity 
to exercise.

CHICAGO (AP) — A new contract proposai that relaxes the 
controversial Rozelle Rule and could cost the 26 club owners an 
estimated $30 million in new money over five y<*ars still has not 
brought about a National Football League labor peace. 
The NFL Management Council, representing the owners, made its 
latest proposal to the players union Monday, but daylong 
negotiations apparently have failed to resolve the wide differences 
between the two sides that have been prevalent in talks over the past 
20 months. 
Negotiations under the supervision of federal mediators continued 
today. 
After the prolonged sessions. Sargent Karch, council executive 
director, said management had responded to a challenge by union 
president Kermit Alexander to make a final offer and give it’s "best 
shot.’’ 
“We have today given our ‘best shot,”’ Karch told newsmen. 
“Like other unions, they would like to get the moon, everything they 
demand. They don’t believe we have given them everything we can 
give. We hope they will accept the package.” 
Alexander and other union leaders and player representatives 
present at the meeting declined to comment specifically on the 
owners’ 
latest proposal, going from the joint session with 
management into a union meeting that lasted late into the night. 
W.J. Usery Jr., chief federal mediator who has been conducting 
the current negotiations, appeared frustrated by the apparent im­ 
passe but would only say: “We know it’s going to be hard, difficult. 
We’re going to work it it. We’re not satisfied until we get an agree­ 
ment.” 
The management council’s latest offer came as a result of an 
agreement reached last Thursday which ended a strike by five clubs 
and permitted the playing of the opening weekend of the 1975 NFL 
season. 


Dwyer haunts 
Cardinals 


MONTREAL (AP) — Montreal, under fire for bad trades, must 
have taken heart in Jim Dwyer’s performance against his former 
club Monday night in the Expos’ doubleheader split with the St. 
Louis Cardinals. 
Dwyer collected two hits, including a home run, as the Expos 
dropped the first game 6-4 in 12 innings on St. Louis catcher Ted 
Simmons’s two-run homer. Dwyer then singled in the second game 
and scored the winning run after a seventh-inning walk as the Expos 
won 8-5. 
“Can that Dwyer hit?” asked Expos’ Manager Gene Mauch of 
first-base coach Walt Hriniak. 
“He’s swinging better than I’ve ever seen him,” Hriniak replied. 
Larry Lintz, the player the Expos dealt to St. Louis for Dwyer 
earlier this season, had a pinch-running appearance in the opener 
before going 0-for-2 with a bases-loaded walk as the starting second 
baseman in the nightcap. 
Dwyer has hit .310 with three homers in 54 games since joining the 
Expos, while Lintz has hit .277 in just 25 games with the Cardinals. 
In a year that saw the Expos send outfielder Ken Singleton and 
pitcher Mike Torrez to Baltimore for two now-departed players and 
a minor-leaguer, Dwyer’s showing has been encouraging to 
beleaguered Montreal management. 
Jim Cox, who spent most of the season with Memphis of the 
International League, drove in three runs for the Expos in the second 
game. Jim Lyttle contributed a two-run pinch-hit single, his third in 
as many games, and Jose Morales drove in two runs with a ground 
ball and a single. Gary Carter’s hit pushed across the other run. 
St. Louis got an RBI single by Ken Reitz and a run-scoring hit by 
Mike Tyson to complement Simmons’s homer, his 18th of the year, 
and the walk by Lintz. 
Expos’ reliever Fred Scherman evened his record at 4-4, while St. 
Louis starter Ron Reed fell to 12-13. 
The first-game homer by Simmons gave ace Cardinals reliever A1 
Hrabosky his 13th triumph in 16 decisions. Woodie Fryman took the 
loss and is 812. 
Luis Melendez of the Cards scored the tying run in the ninth on an 
error by Montreal first baseman Nate Colbert. Hector Cruz tripled 
home a Cardinals run and Melendez contributed a two-run single.

JEFFERSON CITY — Department of Conservation 
biologists have concurred that the upcoming hunting 
season should be a good one. 
Dove hunting already is open and a number of other 
seasons will begin in October and by November all 
seasons will be in full swing.

Mingo archery

Mingo National Wildlife Refuge will open for archery deer hunting on Wednesday, 
October 1, according to Refuge Manager Gerry Clawson. Again this year no special 
permit is required to hunt on the refuge, but hunters must sign in and out as they enter 
and leave the area. The 6,500 acre open hunting area is the same as previous years. 
Hunters may enter at McGee or at refuge headquarters. The Duck Creek entrance will 
be open to archers only through October 28 this year. 
Archers may hunt on Mingo from October 1 through December 31. However, a rifle 
tag is required and rifle regulations apply during the November 15-23 rifle season. 
Turkey hunting will not be permitted on Mingo. The hunting area is wet this year, and 
hunters would be well advised to bring rubber footgear according to Clawson. 
Squirrel hunting will end on Mingo September 30. Fishing on most of the area will 
also end on this date. The south entransceant the Job Corps Center will remain open 
and fishing at the Spillway and Flatbanks is permitted throughout the year. 
The refuge archery season has been a popular activity at Mingo since 1967. Refuge 
Manager Clawson has again requested the cooperation of hunters to park only in 
designated areas and place litter in the barrels provided. A map and copy of the special 
regulations may be obtained by contacting the Refuge Manager, 
Mingo National 
Wildlife Refuge, Puxico, Missouri 63960. Mingo is administered by the Fish & Wildlife 
Service, U.S. Department of the Interior. 
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Fish kills continue 


This year has been the year of the long-standing problem in 
Missouri pollution-caused fish kills. 
It also has been one of the worst tolls in modern times. 
Through August, Missouri had experienced 29 fish kills, almost all 
caused by situations that have occurred before-sewage flushes, 
chemicals and mining muck-several from the same old source. In 24 
incidents where a count of dead fish was possible, the estimates 
totalled 206,000. 
A two-inch rain in Springfield in late August was closely followed 
by a fish kill in the James River for 10 miles below Wilson Creek. In 
recent years huge amounts of organic material build in the creek 
during dry periods and then flush into James River after a cloud­ 
burst. 
Springfield currently is constructing the state’s most modern 
sewage plant. 
In another incident, a pump failed in the Excelsior Springs sewage 
system and raw sewage poured into Fishing River over the Labor 
Day weekend, killing fish. On the next weekend sewage below 
California killed fish in the Moreau River. 
In several of the incidents, an accurate count of fish killed was 
impossible because of circumstances. Fisheries biologists take 
sample stretches of a stream in which a fish kill occurs, count all 
visible fish (recording size and species) and make an estimate of the 
total fish kill from that. 
The estimates, aside from giving an idea of the magnitude of the 
kill, are used by the Attorney General’s office to collect damages 
from offenders. The American Fisheries Society has devised a scale 
of fish valued by species that law agencies use widely in setting 
damage amounts. 
One major fish kill where a count was impossible was when a 
barite mine dam burst, letting tons of fine silt and water pour over 


the countryside into Mill Creek and Big River near Potosi. Because 
the mud obscured visibility, there was no way to count the fish, 
numbering in the thousands, that were smothered by the thick 
mixture. 
Major fish kills came on an average of one a week through August. 
In the first big one, an estimated 106,000 fish died when a Tarkio 
fertilizer firm flushed an ammonia tank and the flushing got into 
Tarkio River. 
But of all the fish incidents, the one with the worst potential was 
averted only by quick and herculean effort from Department of 
Conservation employess. 
A load of carp bought in Wisconsin and stocked in seven St. Louis 
city park lakes on July 31 as part of the Urban Fishing Program was 
found to contain heavy accumulations of PCBs, a family of 
chemicals in the chlorinated hydrocarbon family to which belong 
DDT and some of the most long-lasting and toxic pesticides. 
The Department removed the fish from the lakes and buried them. 
A recent article in Sports Illustrated magazine by Robert Boyle 
talks about PCB-contaminated fish which have showed up in various 
parts of the country (aside from the Wisconsin fish, Missouri has not 
had the PCB problem). 
Recently a Upper Mississippi River Task Force, composed of 
representatives of environmental agencies in Wisconsin and Min­ 
nesota and federal agencies released a report showing more than 20 
per cent of carp tested had PCB residues exceeding the Food and 
Drug Administration’s maximum allowable 5 parts per million. 
Carp, white bass and catfish were the highest in fat where PCBs 
concentrate and therefore most likely to contain high levels of the 
contaminant. Sport fish, such as walleye, sauger, smaUmouth bass 
and crappie averaged less than two parts per million. 
Missouri has tested fish for PCBs and has found only two, several 


years ago, which showed levels above five parts per million 


Boyle’s article has some terrifying statistics-according to the 
Environmental Protection Agency, all Lake Michigan trout and 
salmon longer than 12 inches exceed the allowable 5 ppm in their 
flesh; large lake trout from Lake Superior, generally considered the 
cleanest of the Great Lakes, are contaminated; research monkeys 
almost invariably showed great reaction to PCBs, including skin 
lesions, loss of hair, birth defects and aborted pregnancies, that, 
again according to the EPA, 50 per cent of Americans have 1-3 parts 
per million PCBs in fatty tissue. 


Thus far, Missouri has been spared the major concentration of 
PCBs, but they are worldwide. They have been manufactured in the 
United States since 1929 by only one firm, Monsanto of St. Louis.

gave a tax obligation already 
due to the state. 
“While we are unable in the 
premises to answer your ques­ 
tion precisely,” Danforth wrote, 
“we believe that caution dic­ 
tates that the holding... be re­ 
viewed to determine whether 
legislation should be proposed, 


and, if so, how such legislation 
should be drafted.” 
Contending Missouri will be 
the only state in the nation to 
tax the rebate, backers of the 
resolution claimed “Congress 
expressly stipulated that it was 
their intent for this rebate not 
to be taxed by any state” and 
by taxing it Missouri is “plac­ 
ing a stumbling block in the 
path of the national economic 
recovery.” 
Snyder said such statements 
were misleading since South 
Carolina, one of the 15 states 
calculating state income tax 
the same way Missouri does, is 
taxing a portion of it and that 
other states have in effect tax­ 
ed it as well. 
He also said inclusion of such 
an issue could delay adjourn­ 
ment of the special session past 
Oct. 2, the day the session must 
end if the transit tax is to con­ 
tinue without a break in reve­ 
nue collections.

(AP)—Congressional failure to 
authorize new federal highway 
fund allocations by year's end 
could cost Missouri as'many as 
15,000 jobs in the heavy con­ 
struction industry. 
State Highway construction 
work would also be reduced by 
about 66 per cent, according to 
officials, if the money from the 
federal highway trust fund is 
not distributed to the states. 
“This is the thing that’s so 
difficult for us,” said Robert 
Hunter, chief engineer for the 
Missouri Highway Department, 
“this stop and go planning. In­ 
terstate work would be stopped 
completely and all other work 
would be very limited. 
The law alloting money from 
the federal highway trust fund 
to the states expires next June. 
But because of the congres­ 
sional budget act prohibiting 
new spending legislation during 
the first part of 1976, the law 
making new allocations must 
be passed before Dec. 31 or 
cannot be passed until after 
mid-May, officials point out. 
Since Missouri will obligate 
all its current federal funds by 
the end of the year, no addi­ 
tional money will be available 
until mid-1976 if Congress does 
not act soon. Federal funds 
make up $115 million of Mis­ 
souri’s annual $180 million high­ 
way construction budget. 
“There’s not much question 
that 
there 
will 
beslation,” 
said Lyle McLaughlin of the 
Highway 
Department. 
“But 
just when is the problem.” 
If Congress passed the bill 
before Dec. 31, a spokesman 
for the Federal Highway Ad­ 
ministration said the money 
would become available imme­ 
diately even though it is techni­ 
cally distributed for the fiscal 
year beginning next July. 
“We’re scared to death of it,” 
said John Yeager of Associated 
General 
Contractors, 
which 
represents 260 heavy construc­ 
tion firms, including most com­ 


panies that contract for state 
highway work. 
“ It’s darn near going to cut 
the work force of this state in 
half in this heavy highway con­ 
struction 
industry,” 
Yeager 
added. 
He explained that at peak pe­ 
riods highway contractors em­ 
ploye about 40,000 persons. But 
the reduction in funds available 
for highway work will cause 
the number of jobs in that in­ 
dustry to dwindle to 25,000 or 
less, he said. 
“It’s 
disasterous,” 
Yeager 
commented 
“It could cause 
some contractors to fold.” 
Inflation alone has caused 
some curtailment in highway 
work, Hunter said, noting that 
compared with 1960, the same 
amount of money today will 
build on 33 per cent as much 
interstate road, 20 per cent as 
much primary road and only 10 
per cent as much secondary 
road. 
The state Highway Depart­ 
ment currently has about $180 
million in construction work un­ 
der way and there will be suf­ 
ficient federal and state funds 
to provide for two more normal 
job lettings this year. 
But without a new allotment 
of federal road funds before the 
end of the year, Hunter said 
new construction projects will 
have to be pared to those that 
can be paid for solely by the 
state. Currently most projects 
are funded 70 per cent by the 
federal government. 
The impact will not only be 
felt by the construction in­ 
dustry but also by Missouri mo­ 
torists 
because 
overall 
up­ 
grading of the highway system 
will suffer if only the reduced 
$60 million in state funds is 
available next year. 
Hunter noted there are a 
number of highway projects 
currently underway that re­ 
quire future commitments of 
funds such as the new Inter­ 
state 70 bridge across the Mis­ 
souri River at St. Charles.

She admitted to the police 
that she had a pistol and she 
took it out of her purse.

sessed that she was not of suf­ 
ficient protective interest to 
warrant surveillance during the 
President’s visit," the agency 
said.

‘‘The ‘People’s Bicentennial Commission’ poses itself 
as a ‘nationwide citizen organization dedicated to 
restoring the democratic principles that shaped the birth 
of this republic,’” says Francis M. Watson, Jr., Dunn 
Loring, Va., who has made a careful study of the group’s 
background and aims. “In actual fact, it is a propaganda 
and organizing tool of a small group of political ex­ 
tremists who seek to use the bicentennial to further their 
own goals.” 
One doesn’t have to be an expert on the PBC, however, 
to know that if it started running in the wrong direction at 
the outset, it’s going to be off base when it stops. And, for 
starters, Rifkin was dead wrong when he compared 
America’s revolution to those in Russia, China and Cuba. 
‘‘The American Revolution was essentially con­ 
servative — a War of Independence from a foreign 
tyranny, not an internal class war or social revolution,” 
writes te distinguished editor Eugene Lyons. “ ... It was 
led, and its purposes were articulated by men deeply 
committed to law and reason and religious concepts ...

return is a private document, 
held in strictest confidence by 
the Internal Revenue Service, is 
turning out to be a myth.

year, 
increasing 
thousands of returns are drawn 
from the IRS files for inspection 
in 
investigations

have 
nothing to do with tax en­ 
forcement. 
Last year, despite efforts by 
Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Donald Alexander to resist the 
breaches of tax privacy, federal 
agencies dem anded-and got- 
nearly 30,000 tax returns filed by 
more than 8,000 individuals. 
That excludes the thousands of 
returns used more impersonally 
by 
the 
Census 
Bureau 
for 
statistical studies. 
Congressional 
committees, 
too, enjoy easy access to tax 
returns, 
with 
no formalized 
rules to make sure that staff 
m em bers keep the data con­ 
fidential. 
The Senate Committee on 
Government 
Operations 
has 
used 
tax 
retu rn s 
for 
in­ 
vestigations of riots, civil and 
crim inal disorders and campus 
disturbances. 
The Nixon White House staff 
used

“ enemies”-an d this 
w as

presidential staffs, too. 
State and local officials get 
tax returns on magnetic tapes 
on a regular basis that offers 
IRS no effective way to monitor 
the use of the information by 
thousands of officials.

B usiness 
Administration wants, and gets, 
tax data to decide on the m erits 
of loan applicants-and to assist 
in pressing for loan repayments. 
Easily the biggest users for 
investigative projects are the 
Justice Departm ent and U.S.

WASHINGTON-Members of 
Congress, newly blessed with a 
salary boost and already loaded 
with fringe benefits, have for 
years been chiseling the Navy 
for free dental care.

legislators 
illegally 
getting 
root-canal 
work, 
deluxe fillings, dental 
surgery and even new plates 
reads like the leadership pages 
of the Congressional Directory. 
Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield, 
D-Mont., 
Senator 
Mark Hatfield, R-Ore , and ex- 
Senator Norris Cotton, R-N.H., 
are only a few of the solons 
whose 
sm iles 
reflect 
free 
custom care at the top-notch 
Navy yard clinic. 
Form er, 
Health, 
Education 
and Welfare Secretary Robert 
Finch, who might have gotten 
bootleg 
care 
from 
his own 
departm ental 
dentists, 
chose 
instead to patronize the Navy. 
E ven 
prom inent 
foreign 
diplomats were sneaked into the 
clinic, 
Navy regulations, and human 
decency, require dentists to take 
care of patients 
in a true 
emergency. Such appears to be 
the case when Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., went to the 
clinic after he broke his tooth on 
a 
prune 
pit 
in 
a 
Senate 
restaurant. 
Sen. Charles Percy, R-IU., 
also feels he comes under the 
emergency 
rule 
because he 
needed a filling replaced and 
wasn’t scheduled to see his 
regular dentist in Chicago for a 
month. 
Rep. L.H. Fountain, D-N.C., 
says his treatm ent for a cracked 
tooth a few days ago was also an 
“emergency situation.” 
But what of Mike Mansfield, 
usually as austere as his spare

the taxpayers 
money? After treatm ent of an 
abscessed tooth, he has now 
become a repeat patient of the 
Navy yard’s nationally known 


dentist, Capt. Michael Brenyo. 
Sen. William Hathaway, D- 
Me , is also a frequent patient 
and has been treated for gum 
surgery and root-canal work by 
the solicitous Navy dentists. 
Hatfield underwent even more 
extensive work. Originally he 
dropped in at the clinic for 
“ swelling of the mouth " But 
over a period of several years,

work, 
in- 
House Speaker Carl Albert, D- 
Okla., insists his visits to the 
clinic were for “minor dental 
work.” 
Besides,

retired 
military pay status may make 
the work legal. Senator Cotton, 
we have learned, had a dental 
plate repaired and reportedly 
had a new one made. And Rep. 
Edward Boland, D-Mass., has 
had extensive gum invigoration 
work. 
To th e ir 
credit, 
all the 
p r o m i n e n t 
p a t i e n t s 
acknowledged their visits. Few 
were as frank as Finch, a for­ 
mer chief aide to Richard Nixon. 
Not only did he go, Finch said,

Dental experts no longer in the 
clinic have fumed openly about

served on Sunday as a special 
family treat after a week-long 
parade of beef, pork and lamb. 
Today, chicken is about the 
lowest priced meat on the mar­ 
ket, thanks largely to increased 
efficiency in poultry raising. 
As a result, Americans now 
consume some 12 billion pounds 
of poultry a year, or roughly 60 
pounds per person. 
Another 
reason for the bird’s soaring 
popularity is the ever growing 
number of imaginative recipes. 
Down on the farm. I doubt 
whether

would 
have 
thought of basting roast chick­ 
en in cognac. But such for­ 
mulas today are not uncom­ 
mon. 
Some housewives complain 
that chicken today doesn’t have 
the taste it once did. In fact, 
the breeders’ practice of feed­ 
ing the birds with supplements 
to fatten them to market size 
and weight in a mere eight 
weeks has probably been done 
at some cost to the taste. 
But there are ways of en­ 
hancing the flavor of chicken, 
and giving it a new taste di­ 
mension. One is the use of 
fruit-flavored brandy in cooking 
the bird and another is the ju­ 
dicious addition of herbs and 
spices. 
Then, too, there are forms of 
poultry that still abound in fla­ 
vor. One is the stewing fowl, 
the broad-breasted hen that is 
close to a year old and which 
has to be relegated to the stew- 


Rock Cornish hen, which is ob­ 
tained by crossbreeding Corn­ 
ish and Plymouth Rock fowls. 
These succulent birds rarely 
weigh more than a pound and 
are usually roasted and served 
in individual portions. 
I recently dined on Rock 
Cornish hen which had been 
seasoned with and basted in or­ 
ange-flavored cognac and laced 
with several pungent herbs. It 
was a gourmet treat. Here is 
the recipe.

Heart needs 
more blood

DEAR DR. LAM B - Could 
you tell me a little about cor- 
onary in s u ffic ie n c y and 
myocardial ischemia? Should I 
have my personal property fix­ 
ed so my family will be taken 
care of? I ’ve had some severe 
pain in the chest, lasting only 
five to six minutes, but severe 
while it lasted. 
DEAR R EA D ER — Coronary 
insuffuciency means insuf­ 
ficient blood flow through the 
coronarv arteries to your heart 
muscle. 
The heart muscle 
(myocardium) is unable to get 
enough oxygen or eliminate the 
build up of carbon dioxide, and 
this is called ischemia, hence 
myocardial ischemia. 
You are describing angina 
pectoris type pain. This usually 
lasts “less than half a quarter 
of an hour” as the classic 
description of the disease 
states. 
Coronary artery disease is 
unpredictable. You may even 
cease to have these painful 
episodes or you may have a 
more severe episode in the near 
future You certainly need to be 
under a doctor s care. You will 
do better if you get rid of all, 
and I mean all, of your excess 
fat under your skin, and if you 
have high blood pressure get 
treated for that. 
You should get your affairs in 
order That is good advice for 
every adult with a fam ily 
regardless of health status. It is 
too late after a fatal accident or 
an unexpected fatal heart at­ 
tack In your case you have had 
a warning so you would be wise 
to heed it. Then don’t expect the 
worst but enjoy the peace of 
mind of knowing you have your 
affairs in order.

The sugar in­ 
creases the dog’s capacity to 
exercise. 
Your source of energy in the 
body comes from food 
The 
food, whether it is c a r­ 
bohydrate, fat or protein, is a 
hydrocarbon and has solar 
energy locked in it. That is the 
source of all energy on planet 
earth. When the food is broken 
down by metabolism the energy 
is released so your body func­ 
tions and you can run. You 
literally run on solar energy. 
Almost any food that you find 
that doesn’t bother you will 
provide the needed energy. You 
might try an 8-ounce glass of 
orange juice. That won’t 
overload the stomach and will 
give you readily available 
energy. Another fruit juice of 
your choice would do the same 
thing Fruit juices will also give 
you potassium. Many runners 
who engage in running every 
day gradually deplete their 
potassium store unless they in­ 
clude plenty of potassium-rich 
foods in the diet.

Negotiations under the supervision of federal mediators continued 
today. 
After the prolonged sessions, Sargent Karch, council executive 
director, said management had responded to a challenge by union 
president Kermit Alexander to make a final offer and give it’s “ best 
shot.” 
“ We have today given our ‘best shot,” ’ Karch told newsmen. 
“ Like other unions, tney would like to get the moon, everything they 
demand. They don t relieve we have given them everything we can 
give. We hope they will accept the package.’’ 
Alexander and otter union leaders and player representatives 
present at the meeting declined to comment specifically on the 
owners' 
latest proposal, going from the joint session with 
management into a union meeting that lasted late into the night. 
W .J. Usery Jr., chief federal mediator who has been conducting 
the current negotiations, appeared frustrated by the apparent im­ 
passe but would only say: “ We know it’s going to be hard, difficult. 
We’re going to work it it. We’re not satisfied until we get an agree­ 
ment.” 
The management council’s latest offer came as a result of an 
agreement reached last Thursday which ended a strike by five clubs 
and permitted the playing of the opening weekend of the 1975 N FL 
season. 


Dwyer haunts 
Cardinals 


M ONTREAL (AP) — Montreal, under fire for bad trades, must 
have taken heart in Jim Dwyer’s performance against his former 
club Monday night in the Expos’ doubleheader split with the St. 
Louis Cardinals. 
Dwyer collected two hits, including a home run, as the Expos 
dropped the first game 6-4 in 12 innings on St. Louis catcher Ted 
Simmons's two-run homer. Dwyer then singled in the second game 
and scored the winning run after a seventh-inning walk as the Expos 
won 8-5. 
“ Can that Dwyer hit?” asked Expos’ Manager Gene Mauch of 
first-base coach Walt Hriniak. 
"H e’s swinging better than I ’ve ever seen him,” Hriniak replied. 
Larry Lintz, the player the Expos dealt to St. Louis for Dwyer 
earlier this season, had a pinch-running appearance in the opener 
before going O-for-2 with a bases-loaded walk as the starting second 
baseman in the nightcap. 
Dwyer has hit .310 with three homers in 54 games since joining the 
Expos, while Lintz has hit .277 in just 25 games with the Cardinals. 
In a year that saw the Expos send outfielder Ken Singleton and 
pitcher Mike Torrez to Baltimore for two now-departed players and 
a minor-leaguer, Dwyer’s showing has been encouraging to 
beleaguered Montreal management. 
Jim Cox, who spent most of the season with Memphis of the 
International League, drove in thiee runs for the Expos in the second 
game. Jim Lyttle contributed a two-run pinch-hii single, his third in 
as many games, and Jose Morales drove in two runs with a ground 
ball anda single. Gary Carter's hit pushed across the other run. 
St. Louis got an R B I single by Ken Reitz and a run-scoring hit by 
Mike Tyson to complement Simmons’s homer, his 18th of the year, 
and the walk by Lintz. 
Expos’ reliever Fred Scherman evened his record at 4-4, while St.

JEFFERSON CITY — Department of Conservation 
biologists have concurred that the upcoming hunting 
season should be a good one. 
Dove hunting already is open and a number of other 
seasons will begin in October and by November all 
seasons will be in full swing. 
Here’s how the hunting picture looks over Missouri: 
QUAIL: Season set in late September. Daily limit and 
possession to be set. Biologists Jack Stanford feels 
drought may have put a damper on the second hatching 
peak, after what appears to be an excellent spring hatch.

SQUIRREL: Season May 24- Dec. 31. Daily limit six, 
possession 12. Biologist Don Christisen feels prospects 
are excellent because of heavy acorn and other nut crops 
last fall, especially in Ozark forests. 
RABBIT: Season Oct. 1- Feb. 15. Daily limit six, 
possession 12. Biologist Ken Sadler says surveys show 
population up slightly from last year, especially along 
the western side of the state and in the north central. Not 
like high populations of 1960s, but still better than most 
nearby states. 


DOVES: Sept. 1 - Oct. 30. Daily limit 10, possession 20.

Mingo archery 
opener Oct. 1 


Mingo National Wildlife Refuge will open for archery deer hunting on Wednesday, 
October 1, according to Refuge Manager Gerry Clawson. Again this year no special 
permit is required to hunt on the refuge, but hunters must sign in and out as they enter 
and leave the area. The 6,500 acre open hunting area is the same as previous years. 
Hunters may enter at McGee or at refuge headquarters. The Duck Creek entrance will 
be open to archers only through October 28 this year. 
Archers may hunt on Mingo from October 1 through December 31. However, a rifle 
tag is required and rifle regulations apply during the November 15-23 rifle season. 
Turkey hunting will not be permitted on Mingo. The hunting area is wet this year, and 
hunters would be well advised to bring rubber footgear according to Clawson. 
Squirrel hunting will end on Mingo September 30. Fishing on most of the area will 
also end on this date. The south entransceant the Job Corps Center will remain open 
and fishing at the Spillway and Flatbanks is permitted throughout the year. 
The refuge archery season has been a popular activity at Mingo since 1967. Refuge 
Manager Clawson has again requested the cooperation of hunters to park only in 
designated areas and place litter in the barrels provided. A map and copy of the special 
regulations may be obtained by contacting the Refuge Manager, 
Mingo National 
Wildlife Refuge, Puxico, Missouri 63960. Mingo is administered by the Fish & Wildlife 
Service, U.S. Department of the Interior. 
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Fish kills continue 


This year has been the year of the long-standing problem in 
Missouri pollution-caused fish kills. 
It also has been one of the worst tolls in modern times. 
Through August, Missouri had experienced 29 fish kills, almost all 
caused by situations that have occurred before-sewage flushes, 
chemicals and mining muck-several from the same old source. In 24 
incidents where a count of dead fish was possible, the estimates 
totalled 206,000. 
A two-inch rain in Springfield in late August was closely followed 
by a fish kill in the James River for 10 miles below Wilson Creek. In 
recent years huge amounts of organic material build in the creek 
during dry periods and then flush into James River after a cloud­ 
burst. 
Springfield currently is constructing the state’s most modern 
sewage plant. 
In another incident, a pump failed in the Excelsior Springs sewage 
system and raw sewage poured into Fishing River over the Labor 
Day weekend, killing fish. On the next weekend sewage below 
California killed fish in the Moreau River. 
In several of the incidents, an accurate count of fish killed was 
impossible because of circumstances. Fisheries biologists take 
sample stretches of a stream in which a fish kill occurs, count all 
visible fish (recording size and species) and make an estimate of the 
total fish kill from that. 
The estimates, aside from giving an idea of the magnitude of the 
kill, are used by the Attorney General’s office to collect damages 
from offenders. The American Fisheries Society has devised a scale 
of fish valued by species that law agencies use widely in setting 
damage amounts. 
One major fish kill where a count was impossible was when a 
barite mine dam burst, letting tons of fine silt and water pour over 


the countryside into Mill Creek and Big River near Potosi. Because 
the mud obscured visibility, there was no way to count the fish, 
numbering in the thousands, that were smothered by the thick 
mixture. 
Major fish kills came on an average of one a week through August. 
In the first big one, an estimated 106,000 fish died when a Tarkio 
fertilizer firm flushed an ammonia tank and the flushing got into 
Tarkio River. 
But of all the fish incidents, the one with the worst potential was 
averted only by quick and herculean effort from Department of 
Conservation employess. 
A load of carp bought in Wisconsin and stocked in seven St. Louis 
city park lakes on July 31 as part of the Urban Fishing Program was 
found to contain heavy accumulations of PCBs, a family of 
chemicals in the chlorinated hydrocarbon family to which belong 
DDT and some of the most long-lasting and toxic pesticides. 
The Department removed the fish from the lakes and buried them. 
A recent article in Sports Illustrated magazine by Robert Boyle 
talks about PCB-contaminated fish which have showed up in various 
parts of the country (aside from the Wisconsin fish, Missouri has not 
had the PCB problem). 
Recently a Upper Mississippi River Task Force, composed of 
representatives of environmental agencies in Wisconsin and Min­ 
nesota and federal agencies released a report showing more than 20 
per cent of carp tested had PCB residues exceeding the Food and 
Drug Administration’s maximum allowable 5 parts per million. 
Carp, white bass and catfish were the highest in fat where PCBs 
concentrate and therefore most likely to contain high levels of the 
contaminant. Sport fish, such as walleye, sauger, small mouth bass 
and crappie averaged less than two parts per million. 
Missouri has tested fish for PCBs and has found only two, several 


years ago, which showed levels above five parts per million 


Boyle’s article has some terrifying statistics-according to the 
Environmental Protection Agency, all Lake Michigan trout and 
salmon longer than 12 inches exceed the allowable 5 ppm in their 
flesh; large lake trout from Lake Superior, generally considered the 
cleanest of the Great Lakes, are contaminated; research monkeys 
almost invariably showed great reaction to PCBs, including skin 
lesions, loss of hair, birth defects and aborted pregnancies, that, 
again according to the EPA, 50 per cent of Americans have 1-3 parts 
per million PCBs in fatty tissue. 


Thus far, Missouri has been spared the major concentration of 
PCBs, but they are worldwide. They have been manufactured in the 
United States since 1929 by only one firm, Monsanto of St. Louis.

Security Council as it decides 
what is vital to our country’s 
security.

For that reason, last week I 
introduced a bill to include the

"Then I noticed a chrome- 
plated gun and I scream ed

Next thing I 
know there are police and Se­ 
cret Service all over us. They 
roughed me up some but they 
apologized after.” 
Sipple said he just happened 
to be in the crowd outside the 
St. Francis Hotel Monday. 
“ I was going to Fisherm an’s 
Wharf and I walked by and saw 
all the crowds 
I asked what 
was going on and someone said 
‘The President’s there,’ and I 
went down and got in line. I 
was there about three hours 
and people were moving away 
and I just kept going down until 
I got in the front.

Sipple, a heavy-set blond who 
served in Vietnam in 1968 and 
1969 before receiving an honor­ 
able discharge, said he was on 
full disability bcause of mental 
problems relating to his combat 
experiences.

(AP)—Congressional failure to 
authorize new federal highway 
fund allocations by year’s end 
could cost Missouri as'm any as 
15,000 jobs in the heavy con­ 
struction industry. 
State Highway construction 
work would also be reduced by 
about 66 per cent, according to 
officials, if the money from the 
federal highway trust fund is 
not distributed to the states. 
“This is the thing that’s so 
difficult for us,” said Robert 
Hunter, chief engineer for the 
Missouri Highway Department, 
“ this stop and go planning In­ 
terstate work would be stopped 
completely and all other work 
would be very limited 
The law alloting money from 
the federal highway trust fund 
to the states expires next June. 
But because of the congres­ 
sional budget act prohibiting 
new spending legislation during 
the first part of 1976, the law­ 
making new allocations must 
be passed before Dec. 31 or 
cannot be passed until after 
mid-May, officials point out. 
Since Missouri will obligate 
all its current federal funds by 
the end of the year, no addi­ 
tional money will be available 
until mid-1976 if Congress does 
not act soon. Federal funds 
make up $115 million of Mis­ 
souri’s annual $180 million high­ 
way construction budget. 
“There’s not much question 
that 
there 
will 
beslation,” 
said Lyle McLaughlin of the 
Highway 
Department. 
“ But 
just when is the problem.” 
If Congress passed the bill 
before Dec. 31, a spokesman 
for the Federal Highway Ad­ 
ministration said the money 
would become available imme­ 
diately even though it is techni­ 
cally distributed for the fiscal 
year beginning next July. 
“We’re scared to death of it,” 
said John Yeager of Associated 
General 
Contractors, 
which 
represents 260 heavy construc­ 
tion firms, including most com­ 


panies that contract for state 
highway work. 
“ It’s darn near going to cut 
the work force of this state in 
half in this heavy highway con­ 
struction 
industry,” 
Yeager 
added. 
He explained that at peak pe­ 
riods highway contractors em ­ 
ploye about 40,000 persons. But 
the reduction in funds available 
for highway work will cause 
the number of jobs in that in­ 
dustry to dwindle to 25,000 or 
less, he said. 
“ It’s 
disaster ous,” 
Yeager 
commented. “ It could cause 
some contractors to fold.” 
Inflation alone has caused 
some curtailm ent in highway 
work, Hunter said, noting that 
compared with 1960, the sam e 
amount of money today will 
build on 33 per cent as much 
interstate road, 20 per cent as 
much prim ary road and only 10 
per cent as much secondary 
road. 
The state Highway Depart­ 
ment currently has about $180 
million in construction work un­ 
der way and there will be suf­ 
ficient federal and state funds 
to provide for two more normal 
job lettings this year. 
But without a new allotment 
of federal road funds before the 
end of the year, Hunter said 
new construction projects will 
have to be pared to those that 
can be paid for solely by the 
state. Currently most projects 
are funded 70 per cent by the 
federal government. 
The impact will not only be 
felt 
by 
the construction in­ 
dustry but also by Missouri mo­ 
torists 
because 
overall 
up­ 
grading of the highway system 
will suffer if only the reduced 
$60 million in state funds is 
available next year. 
Hunter noted there are a 
number of highway projects 
currently underway that re­ 
quire future commitments of
